Judge Bradley is nearly sixty-four 
years of age. He was appointed 
from New Jersey -i1n March 
1870,. by President Grant. Before 
his appointment he was more of a law- 
yer than a politician; and if he has not 
less love for politicians and parties than 
for law and lawyers we do not rightly 
estimate the‘man. He commands pub- 
lie confidence, and so’ do the other 
judges—even Judge Mil'’er. They are 
judges, not partizans—in that is our 
best hope. 

“We do not expect the ten eon- 
Jiadeinal members to sit strictly as 
judges. We expect them to act really 
as counsel before the five judges, who 
will practically decide the great case. 
lf this view is correct, the democrats 
will have in Messrs. Bayard, Thurman, 
Abbott and Hunton four good advocates 
and strong constitutional lawyers. Mr. 
Payne is half lawyer and 
half banker. Gen. Eppa Hunton 
of Virginia is well kaown—nearly as 
well known as Mr. Bayard or Mr. 
Thurman. Judge Abbott is a Boston 
lawyer—one of the ablest in New 
England. He has several tims re- 
ceived the compliment of a democratic 
nomination for United States senaton. 
The democratic part of the tribunal is 
certainly strong. 

On the other side are Morton, Ed- 
munds, Frelinghuysen, Garfield and 
Hear.: We need expect but little com- 
fort from these men—certainly none 
from Morton and Garfield, for either 
is incapable of a fair decision. 
Garfieid. went to New Orleans, and pre- 
pared-a- bitter report in. which he de- 
clared that Hayes had carried the state.

presidency, Mr, Frelinghuysen declares 
that the board cannot go beuind the 
returns, and he is on record against 
Mr. Tilden’s claims in the Oregon case.

In the death of Hon. Alexander Hamilton 
Stephens, a representative in congress from tie 
ree of Georgia, America loses one of its grea:- 

statesmen. Mr. Stephens was born in Tali- 
re county, Georgia, Febru+ry 11, 1812, and 
wisat the time of his death only afew dass 
short of 65 yeais of ag’. He gradnated at 

Franklin college, Athens, Georgia, at the age of 
20. and at 22 began the practice of law at Craw- 
fordville. In 1836, and for five successive terme 
he was elected to the state leeisiature, and in 

1842 to the state senate. In 1843 he was elected 
to congress as a whig, and held his seat unti) 
1859. In 1847 he introduced reseiuti us on the 
Mexican war wbich formed the platiorm of the 
whig party iu the subsequeat: lection. He op 
posed the Ulayioo compromise in 1848, and was 
a leading advocate of the com promise measures 
of 1850.and as chairman of the committee on 

territories, was a strong supporterof the fa- 
mous Kaceas-Nebraska bill. 

Mr Stephens was thoroughly conversant with 
the history of the government he wasa part of 
in one way or the other jor forty years. His 
zreat work on the war between the states was a 
contribution to the history of opinions and of 
princioles which will be of immense use to the 
tuture historian in preserving the truth. It is 
the state sovereignty dectrine coldly and calmly 
presented by a clesr legical mind. It is irrefu- 
table and accurate. It was designed as a con 
tribution to feature history, and to preserve the 
principles of the coufle: that the motives of 
the south might not pe misundersiood. 

Mr. Stephens was strictly, perbaps, a great 
Tolitician, a state crafieman rather th pa |great 
statéaman, He was logical rather than phile- 
sophical. He was accurate but pet broad nor 
profound, and without apy such thing es seuti- 
went. He wasscrapulous!y honest and careful 
of bis reputation as a public man, so that) after 
forty years of puvlic iife he goes duwn te the 
grave with a pame absolutely uusuilied, leaving 
an epviable fame.

COL. THOMAS L SNEED. 


The Augusta Chronicle & Sentinel 
has the following editerial about Col. 
Thomas L. Sneed, who is now Lere on 
business.

go to New York and investigate the valicity o' 


Te this committee, which rid the state 
of so much indebtedness, Col Sneed reudered 
valuable assistance as will be seen !y the fol 
lowing extract from their report (p *80): 

“*in submitting this, their repor’, the commit.

‘the twenty-fifth annual report of 
this institution is on our table. The 
trustees call attention to the want of 
water in case of fire, and ask for an 
increased appropriation to supply the 
deficiency. 

The principal’s report shows. that 
the cost of maintaining the academy 
during the past yeur was $12,081. In- 


$4,654 more. Atthe beginning of 1876 
the number of pupils was 49; 8 were 
received during the past year; 6 ieft 
the institution, and 2 became assistant 
teachers—leaving the number of pu- 
pils 49 at the close of the year. 

The main building is in excellent 
condition, and a wel] arranged work- 
shop has been constructed of brick 
and stone. Prof. Williams thinks the 
buildings are now in better condition 
than ever before. 

A printing house has been eatab- 
lished in Louisville for the purpose of 
supplying the costly apparatus used in 
the education of the blind. Such. an 
establishment has long been needed, 
and Prof. Williams urges the senators 
and representatives from Georgia to 
support a bill that looks to the endow- 
ment of this printing house by the 
general government.

Their elaborate 
ornamentation in beads, braids and snake- 
skips attracted uulimited admiring remarks 
from the urchina stanaing around, He held in 
his hand

He stated to us that he left Georgia in 1850, 
and went west among the Indians.

For the accomplishment of 
the latter object, we may remark, he struck the 
right trail, and has lauded where it can be dune 
with ease and rapidity. He seems to think so 
himeelf, after so short an acquaintance, and 
talks of moving on and leaving vs to-day.
